Cooling temperatures should mitigate 

additional heat stress and have already have complimented the 

coloring of red apple varieties nicely. The majority of field 

activities involved the harvesting of apples potatoes and pumpkins 

with corn silage nearing completion.

Most of county got 

some ranging from 0.7" other parts of Adams County but some 

areas Northern Adams County around York Springs got 4.75 

inches and in York Springs6 inches. Cooler temperatures after the 

rain came in the 60's. Today is cooler 60's and sunny. Corn silage 

continues to be harvested and some dry corn starting to be 

harvested. Soybeans losing their leaves and soon to be harvested. 

Double cropped soybeans still maturing. Hay continues to be 

baled. Small grains as barley and wheat being seeded. Apple 

harvest continues with more varieties being harvested. Good crop 

being reported with nice size. Vegetables continue to be harvested 

around the county. Overall the producers still busy with field 

work with harvesting and/or seeding for next year’s crops.
